Me. Fairbanks Tells 
“A Judge 


London, Juiy 29. 

Mr. Douglas Fairbanss, jun,, the 
film star, yesterday explained some 
of the mysteries of film “produc-' 
tion to Mr. Justice Goddard in the! 
King's ‘Bench Division, “ 

mr, Fairbanks was giving evia- 
ence on behalr ‘of Criterion Film 
Productions Ltd. which he “had 
formed. Tie company was sued 
by Mr, Akos Tolnay, of Radnor 
niall, Elstree. and Mr. James Bailiff 
Williams, of Linden-gardens, Not- 
urlg Hili Gate, on a- contract of 
Aug. 15, 1935; By which they were 
to write the scenario and script of 
an adaptation of Jeffery Farnol’s 
novel “The Amateur Gentleman.” 

, They alleged that’ the company 
had’ repudiated the contract, ana 
they claimed damages, including 
palance of £350 alleged to be due 
under the agreement. 

The company alleged breaches 
of contract by* the plaintiffs -in 
not delivering material to time— 
which was denied—and counter: 
claimed damages. 


The Judge had expressed him- | 


self ‘puzzled by previous evidence. 
This indicated that. before the 
film was “shot,” writers produced’ 
a synopsis, ‘a .treatment, a cun- 
tinulty, and ‘a “shooting” script, 
and that what some people in the 
profession called one thing, was 
called another by others. © 

“How a film gets written is one 
of the mysteries of modern ufe,” 
he said to Mr, Faiscbanks: “Like 
Toysy, it grows—and how it grows 
nobody quite knows.” 

Mn Fairbanks, referring to the 
varying customs in what hedescri- 
bed as “this mad business,” said: 

‘“Almost on any film there are 
‘story conferences’ which seem in- 
terminable. They seem to go ‘on 
and on, sometimes even after a 
Picture is started. 

. “ALL THE. BEST BITS” 

“I have seen films that are some- 
times written right on the set 
while, “shooting” 1s. going on. I 
remember sitting on a set-for three 
days, made-up. and in’ costume, 
while “we were writing the script 
{ ourselves! *, 

“In one film I should say that. 
from the time I was first engaged 
to the time’ it was finished, I.saw 
at least. two, and possfbly three, 
different outlines. with different 
endings and different ‘middles’ In 
the end the film consisted of the 
best bits of all those stories.” ~~ 

Mr. Fairbanks added, that three 
“shooting” scripts were provided| 
for a play shown to the trade on 
Monday night. They were. by 
three different. authors.

But while {t ts true that vigorous 
old agé hos become every man’s 
birthright, and that In the not 
distant future no family will count 
\tsel! complete that does not in- 
cludé at least one centenartan 
among its number, Mr. Shaw will 
be the first to agree witn the ver- 
dict that to have ,been George 
Bernard Shaw for 80 years Is o 
unique -achlevement. Certainly: {t 
lg a role that none ‘out Mr. Snaw 
himself could have sustained half 


vo 


so brilliantly. Probably there are | 


more who admire his success than 


envy .!t, for to ordinary people it. 


will seem ‘that his attendant spirit 
has been a singularly exacting 
taskmaster. Yet the vigour both 
of mind and body wh' ch Mr, Shaw 
enjoys in old age suggests that he 
43 none the worse for having lec- 
tured and reproved mankind so 
turtously and for so long, 
FORTUNATE 

--No ‘doubt Mr, Shaw !s aware, 
none more so; that he:ls fortunate 
not to have been born in an ear- 
lfer: century,” for \t is certain. that 
‘in the days of , earcropping his 
cars would not have escaped. if 
indeed he had hot lost ears. head, 
and all, It ts:even possible that 
{n the twentleth ‘century Mr, 
Shaw's lte would not have been’ 
safe if all his warnings and fore- 
badings had proved to be true. 
Mankind will tolerate almost any- 
thing .from its prophéts axcept 
true prophecy, and Mr. Shaw has 
been wrong often enough for his 
own salvation, His mistakes and 
his wit have been his best protec- 
tors, To give him his due Mr, 
Shaw has never pretended always 
to be a true Prophet. Hs air of 
omniseience has fnore often than 
not been the device of the man 
who loves to talk. and ts more 
anxious to, secure an audience 
than to, make converts. 

‘EXCEPTION. TO RULE 

It rarely happens that the man 
‘who likes talking is worth listen- 
‘Ing to, but Mr, Shaw {s.the most 
brilliant exception to the rule that 
this century is likely to meet, for 
even when ha talks nonsense it 1s 
witty nonsense. And It has the 
merit, that, alone justifies non- 
sense, which is to muke truth the 
plainer. When Mr. Shaw appears 
to be talking. out of his hat he is 
often the cause of cerebratlon un- 
der bis audience's hats, It is an 
achievement that other and more 
sober teachers, may well envy but 
not imitate. Mr, Shaw deserves 
well of mankind, and he has never 
asked more from his tellow-beings 


“than. that they should listen to 


him. If they ever came to agtes 
with him his occupation would be 
gone.
